Plans to Open Hearings 
Thursday Despite De- 
mands for Investiga- 
tion Into Release of 
Pentagon Charges. - 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP) 
—Senator Karl E. Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota, pushed ahead to- 


day with plans to begin tele- 
vised hearings in the Mc- 
Carthy-Army case Thursday, as 
scheduled, despite demands from 
the McCarthy camp for another 
investigation into the making 
public of the Army’s formal 
charges against Senator Joseph 
R. McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
and his investigators. 

Mundt, acting chairman of 
the Senate Investigations sub- 
committee for the inquiry, ex- 
pressed hope the public hear- 
ings would start as planned 
despite the latest ‘uproar, and 
reports the Army would 


to file the motion. In the mean- 
time, Shoulders was permitted 
‘to remain on bond posted fol- 
lowing his indictment. 

‘Jury Out More Than Two Hours. 

A jury of 12 men deliberated 
wo hours and 16 minutes yes- 

terday before finding the 53- 
year-old defendant guilty of ly- 
ing.under oath to a federal 
grand jury that was investigat- 
ing disappearance of $303,720 of 
the $600,000 Greenlease ransom. 

When the clerk of the court 
read the jury’s decision at 4 
p.m., Judge Ridge turned to the 
jurors and said: 

“That is the proper verdict to 

reach in this case.” 
. Shoulders showed no emotion 
then but was visibly moved a 
few moments later when he em- 
braced his bride, the former 
Miss June Marie George, who 
was present for the end of the 
four-day trial. 

“Well, that’s what I expected, 
didn’t I?” Shoulders said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter as soon 
as the verdict was announced. 
While the jury was deliberating, 
he had offered to bet he would 
be convicted, contending that 
defendants have little chance 
with. federal court juries. 

Two Ballots Taken. 

The jury, which began ite de- 
liberations at 1:44 p.m. aftér 
going to lunch, took two ballots. 
The first was 8 to 4 for con- 
viction. On the second, the 
jurors were unanimous in voting 
Shoulders guilty. 

Interviewed later, the jurors 
said their decision was based 
primarily on these factors: 

The defendant, while testi- 
fying for himself, gave an ac- 
count that differed with his 
grand jury testimony. 

Patrolman Elmer Dolan, who 
helped Shoulders capture the 
Greenlease kidnapers and was 
himself later convicted of per- 
jury, did not take the stand 
as a defense witness. 

The Government offered 
many more witnesses than did 
the defense to substantiate its 
case. 

Prosecution testimony indi- 
cated two suitcases containing 
the ransom money were not 
seen in the Newstead avenue 
police station for a considera- 
ble time after Carl Austin 

Hall; kidnap-killer, was booked. 
’ KiImost all the jurors agreed 
that Shoulders hurt his chances 
for acquittal by taking the stand.

WEATHERMAN GETS 
WET, TOO,IN AREA’S 
THUNDERSHOWERS 


The rain-thirsty St. Louis area 
got splashed yesterday and 
last night when thunderstorms 
brought rain pelting down and 
sent pedestrians scuttling for 
shelter. Weatherman Harry F. 
Wahlgren was one of those who 
got soaked. 

Rainfall was general over Mis- 
souri. Locally, rain — accom- 
panied by wind gusts up to 57 
miles an hour and some hail— 
measured from as little as .33 
inches at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field to 3.10 inches at Dupo, just 
across the river. . 

The showers brought the 
year’s rainfall to 5.3 inches, 
making the year to date the 
fourth driest on record. Normal 
rainfall to this date is 9.92; the 
driest was 3.58 in’-1919. At the 


St. Louis Weather Bureau, rain- 
fall for the 24 hours ended at 
7 a.m. was .88 inches. 

Washouts were reported in 
several areas. Wahlgren said 
yesterday's downpours varied 
greatly in intensity in various 
sections. He was in the wrong 
section——near the post office. 
“The bottom dropped out as I 
left the office, and I went home 
dripping,” said Wahlgren dryly.

WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP) 
—The Federal Power Commis- 
|sion adopted a controversial new 
| rate making policy yesterday in 
|approving a $12,778,864 rate in- 
‘crease for Panhandle Eastern 
Pipe Line Co. 

The commission, by a 4-to-l 
vote, decided Panhandle’s rate 
should reflect the “fair field 
value” of its gas reserves. 

By this ruling the commission 
rejected the contention of its 
staff that Panhandle’s rates 
should—as has been the past 
practice in rate making—be 
based on the company’s actual 
costs in developing the reserves. 

Chaifman Jerome: Kuykendall 
joined Commissioners 5S. L. 
Digby, Nelson Lee Smith and 
Dale Doty in the majority opin- 
ion. 

Commissioner Claude L. Dra- 
per dissented, .contending 
large part ef the increase is “in 
my opinion, wholly unjustified.”

The rate-making method urged 
by the commission’s staff pro- 
posed that Panhandle’s gas re- 
serves, the equipment used in 
producing them and its operat- 
ing expenses all be included tn 
its rate base—along with facili- 
ties used. in transporting and 
selling the gas at the investment 
cost they represent.

French Government Satisfied 


With U.S. Assurances on EDC 


But Cabinet Spokesman Says He Cannot 
Speak for Parliament, Where 
Treaty Is Bogged Down. ° 


PARIS, April 16 ‘AP) — 
France’s government said today 
it is entirely satisfied with Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's assurances 
of United States support for the 
European Defense Community. 
But a Cabinet spokesman said 
he could not speak for the Na- 
tional Assembly; which de- 
manded the assurances. 

The French Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said Premier Joseph 


Laniel’s government considers 
Mr. E/isenhower’s declaration 
fully as valid as Britain’s sim- 
ilar pledge earlier this week to 
keep troops on the European 
Continent as long as western 
Europe’s security is threatened. 
Both the British and Ameri- 
can promises were made in an 
effort to calm French fears of 
a rearmed Germany and to ex- 
pedite ratification of the EDC 
treaty, now bogged down in the 
French National Assembly. 
The Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man pointed out that the Na- 
tional Assembly had made the 
United States-British assurances 
a condition for ratification of 
EDC. He said the Cabinet could 
not say whether the American 


and British declarations would 
prove satisfactory to Parliament. 

The spokesman said the Gov- 
ernment was particularly pleased 
that Mr. Eisenhower specified 
the American position had been 
discussed with congressional 


parties. 


Although: the  President’s 
statement was delivered by the 
American Ambassadors to all 
the six governments of the Eu- 
ropean Defense Community, it 
was clearly intended to quiet 
French fears that the United 
States might in the future ab- 
ruptly withdraw its military 
forces from western Europe. 


The French spokesman said 
the declaration was precise in 
stating this would not happen if 
the European Defense Com- 
munity is established and the 
six-nation European army cre- 
ated. The spokesman also 
stressed President Eisenhower’s 
description of the EDC as “an 
integral part of the Atlantic 
community.” 

He* said the declaration of 
American assurances is a re- 
affirmation of American policy 
in Europe and should serve to 


leaders of both United States.

2 U.S. CARRIERS 
IN OPERATION 
NEAR INDOCHINA 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP) 
—Two United States aircraft 
carriers, the Boxer and Essex, 
have been operating in the 
South China sea, between the 
Philippines and Indochina, for

SEATTLE, April 16 (AP)— 
Superbomb, supernatural or su- 
perstition, there was no doubt 
about it today, the people in the 
Puget Sound country are stirred 
up over pock-marked wind- 
shields. 

Mayor Allan Pomeroy of 
Seattle is trying to get the 
President of the United States to 
do something about it. He is 
among the believers that some- 
thing, rather than someone, is 
damaging thousands of automo- 
bile windshields with an un- 
known but possibly atomic sub- 
stance. He has asked the Presi- 
dent to “instruct appropriate 
federal agencies to co-operate 
with local authorities on an 
emergency basis.” 

Police laboratory tests indicate 
the damaging agent is an ash 
that could come from a pulp 
mill or “could be atomic mate- 
rial,” he said. « Tests with a 
Geiger counter showed no radio- 
activity, however.

Paul Block Jr., co-publisher 
of the Toledo Blade, reported 
to 400 éditors at their annual 
meeting that despite recent 
hydrogen bomb. disclosures, 
atomic developments have out- 
run public information. 

“The public appears to be 
relatively farther behind infor- 
mationally than ever before,” 
said Block, the society’s one- 
man watchdog committee on 
atomic information.

plosion, Black said, raises the 
question “whether the people 
must not be told much more 
much sooner.” 

Civil Defense Change. 

“Witness the confusion of the 
Federal Civil Defense Adminis- 
tration,” Block said.

The vote was one of 
the closest ever recorded in a 
railroad stockholders’ election 
involving a company the size 
of the New Haven. In all, 97 
per cent of the road's 5000 
stockholders cast ballots by 


proxy. 

A legal question immediately 
clouded McGinnis’s narrow 
‘margin of victory. The present 
management protested all prox- 
ies of the faction, 
charging they were obtaired 
illegally. However, management 
would not say whether it would 
carry the protest into court. 

McGinnis, 49 years old, the 
son of a railroad gang foreman, 
became interested in the stock 
market in his early 20s and be- 
came a railroad securities spe- 
cialist in a Wall Street broker- 
age house.

SHORT AIRFIELDS 


NEW YORK, April 16 (AP)— 
A. new jet engine “brake,” pro- 
viding action similar to that of 
reversible propellers used to 
slow up piston-powered planes, 
may make it possible for all 
types of jet aircraft to land at 
existing airports. 

The device was described yes- 
terday by Joseph F. Sutten, an 
aerodynamics engineer with the 
Boeing Airplane Co., which de- 
veloped the device. Sutten told 
the national aeronautic meeting 
of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers that Boeing has come 
up with a “clamshell ‘W’,” in 
effect a cap over the jet exhaust. 
He said such a cap, extendable 
for use only when needed, will 
give up to a 45 per cent thrust 
reversal. 

The device, Sutten added, “‘is 
inherently safe and _ reliable, 
does not affect engine economy 
when not in operation and is 
highly satisfactory from the 
standpoints of mechanical sim- 
plicity, installed weight and 
airplane stowage.”

The first base situation has 
become such a merry mix-up 
with the Yankees that Collins, 
Robinson, Skowron and Leja 
all find it difficult, if not im- 
possible, to get in sufficient in- 
field practice each day.

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Set the Goals High 


It is good news indeed that Senator Maybank, 
South Carolina Democrat, plans an all-out fight 
for public housing in the Senate—and that he 
may get the support of Senator Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts, the Republican party whip. 


Mr. Maybank is going to fight for President 
Eisenhower’s public housing program as a mini- 
mum. As a maximum, he wants to restore the 
program authorized in the Housing Act of 1949. 


The Housing Act of 1949 is the most definitive 
statement of national housing policy, and one of 
the most thoroughly considered pieces of legis- 
lation, ever to go through ‘Congress. It had its 
beginnings during World War II, when the Sen- 
ate postwar planning committee, in which the 
late Senator Taft played a prominent part, de- 
voted months and months to the study of na- 
tional housing policy. 

After the war, the subject of public housing 
got‘further intensive study by congressional com- 
mittees headed by both Democrats and Republi- 
cans, Senator Taft, no Socialist, no wild-eyed 
radical, became a leading champion of public 
housing, and co-sponsor of the bill which finally 
passed Congress in 1949. 

The Senate approved the bill 57 to 13; the 
House, 227 to 186. If ever a law represented the 
considered, informed judgment of an indubitable 
congressional majority, this was it. 

The Housing Act of 1949 provided, among 
other things, for a six-year public housing pro- 
gram up to a maximum of 135,000 units a year— 
a total of 810,000 federally aided low-rent homes 
for low-income families living in urban slums. 


Before the law could get into operation, how- 
ever, the Korean war was on and housing con- 
struction had to be curtailed. The real estate 
lobby had also gone to work. It has been labor- 
ing like a beaver ever since to undo the Housing 
Act of 1949. Instead of authorizing 135,000 units 
a year, Congress has authorized a public housing 
program of this magnitude: 


1951 — — —_— -—_—_ —- — 50,000 
1952 — — —_ —_ —- —— 35,000 
1953 — — — — — —. 35,000 
1954 — «- — — — — 20,000 

Total— — — 140,000 


Measured against the goals set up in the Hous- 
ing Act of 1949, as these figures show, the public 
housing prégram is now 670,000 units short of 
what it ought to be. : 

Far from seeking to overcome that deficit, 
President Eisenhower proposes only that in the 
next four years the same number of units should 
be built as haye been built under the greatly 
curtailed program of the past four years—that 
is, 35,000 a year or a total of 140,000. 

The President’s plan would certainly be far 
better than that of the Republican-led House, 
which killed public housing altogether. But the 
Senate ought to do even better. It ought to re- 
store the 1949 goals. 

If compromise with the House is necessary, let 
it be compromise from a high level. 
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Defeat of a Vindictive Fighter 

The news reports of the Illinois primary say 
generally that the contests ran true to form. 
There was one contest that certainly did not. 
rt. Representative Reed Cutler, Republitan 
legislator and leader from Lewistown since 1923, 
and ‘one of the seemingly permanent fixtures at 
Springfield, was defeated for renomination. 

Those citizens of Illinois who followed the 
vindictive fight against educational television at 
the University of Illinois, as supported by the 
subsequently ousted President, Dr. George D. 
Stoddard, will not mourn Mr. Cutler's defeat too 
deeply. He was one of the sponsors of the bill to 
prohibit educational TV at state-supported imsti- 
tiftions in Illinois. He was'a prime mover in the 
rush-act effort to get it passed. 

When the bill was defeated, he openly de- 
clared that he was out to get Dr. Stoddard re- 
moved. 

The Legislature at Springfield can get along 
without a man so small about a matter of such 
importance to the people of Illinois. 
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Demand for a Qualified Leader 


The demand that has been voiced for a quali- 
fied professional to head the State Division of 
Mental Health should convince Gov. Donnelly of 
two things. First, that there is a widespread de- 


»mand. And second, that it comes from thought- 


ful persons in positions of leadership whose opin- 
ions deserve respectful attention. 

The president of the Mental Health Associa- 
tion of St. Louis, Mrs. Ellen Lee Brashear, is one 
of those who have expressed themselves. The 
president of the St. Louis Rabbinical Associa- 
tion, Rabbi Ferdinand M. Isserman of Temple 
Israel, is another, The legislative chairman of 
the Missouri Association of Social Welfare, Law- 
rence K. Roos, is still another. Rabbi Isserman 
voiced the consensus when he wrote: “Only a 
qualified man with understanding and yision can 
lead in remedying the situation.” 

These expressions should at least cause Gov. 
Donnelly to doubt that his reappointment of B. 
E. Ragland to the post was as much as was ex- 
pected of him. They should make it stil! more 
evident that Senator A. M. Spradling, Jr. of 
Cape Girardeau is acting wisely, and in accord- 
ance with his duty, in insisting that the Senate 
Committee on Public Health and Welfare, of 
which he is chairman, give a full hearing to the 
opinions of all the citizens who wish to testify 
in this matter. : |

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Can Courts Control Wire-Tapping? 

When the Senate begins consideration of the 
House-approved wire-tapping bill which would 
authorize such eavesdropping on a court order, 
it would do well to ask whether the limiting pro- 
vision really is a guard against abuse. The Senate 
might look intg practices which have developed 
in New York since Thomas Dewey succeeded in 
getting a wire-tap provision into the state’s con- 
stitution in 1938. A few years ago The New York 
Times summed it up this way: 

The provision forbids “unreasonable inter- 
ception of telephone and telegraph commu- 
nications,” but permits the police to tap 
under court order. To get the court order, 
a police officer assures a judge that it is 
“reasonable” to believe a crime is being com- 
mitted. Judges are busy men. They pave lit- 
tle time for protracted discussion of whether 
or not an officer's suspicion is “reasonable.” 
The requested ofder usually is issued. No 
one has kept count on these orders, but the 
belief is that they number many, many 
thousands, 

Despite the law’s restrictions, wire-tapping has 
become a flourishing trade.

They, have even 
tried to get “the dirt” on Senators. Wire-tapping

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Flapjaw on the Potomac 


The President . . . directed that pending 
a security review of the material in the file, 
a blank wall be placed between Dr. Oppen- 
heimer and any secret data and that, with- 
out pre-judging the outcome, established pro- 
cedures should be followed. 


In these words the Atomic Energy Commission 
described the origin of the current phase of the 
Oppenheimer case, Just about 24 hours later, 
Secretary of Defense Wilson was asked for com- 
ment at his news conference. 

The Secretary had a sound first impulse when 
he declined to discuss the case. Then, succumb- 
ing to the sttange disease of garrulity which 
flourishes so luxuriantly along the Potomac, he 
had a second (and a worse) thought, and started 
talking. . 

The Secretary didn’t want to hurt or smear 
anybody, and he had sympathy for anyone who 
made a mistake and then reformed. But he 
thought they should be reformed somewhere 
else than in the armed services. It was a lot like 
a bank, he said, which would hesitate to hire a 
gambler or ex-convict even if reformed. As he 
explained how Dr. Oppenheimer’s services as a 
research adviser to the Department of Defense 
had been dispensed with by “smoothly” abolish- 
ing the board on which he served, reporters got 
the distinct impression that even if Dr. Oppen- 
heimer should be cleared in the current pro- 
ceeding, he would not be recalled by Secretary 
Wilson. 

There is no obligation on Secretary Wilson to 
consult Dr. Oppenheimer or any other individ- 
ual. He has the right to select his own advisers, 
and he can do it by the color of their hair if he 
chooses to. But making mischievous and unneces- 
sary public statements in the midst of such a 
crucial security proceeding as this one is some- 
thing very different. 

Secretary Wilson, with a few ill-chosen words, 
managed to convey the suggestion that in his 
opinion Dr, Oppenheimer has been guilty of 
something which makes him comparable to a 
gambler or a reformed convict. In accepting the 
possibility that Dr. Oppenheimer may have re- 
formed, he established his own opinion that the 
scientist had committed some moral dereliction 
requiring reform. 

“Without pre-judging the outcome.”’ How well 
did the Secretary of Defense obey that presiden- 
tial directive, which happens to be a canon of 
common decency as well? 
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A Brave Man Steps Forward 
One of the most daring and successful fighter 
pilots of World War II is going to risk his life in 


an attempt to clear up the mystery behind the 
recent crashes of Great Britain's Comet jet pas- 
senger plane. John Cunningham will deliberate- 
ly ram a Comet at full power through the “ex- 


plosion barrier,” six miles up, that some aviation 
people think has caused the last two crashes of 
the first jet airliner. 

The Comet, which was put into service in May, 
1952, means a great deal in business and pres- 
tige value to Britain. There have been four 
crashes with loss of all aboard—109 deaths. The 
last two, Jan. 11 and April 8, occurred on the up- 
ward climb just after leaving Rome. Now all 
Comets are grounded, British aviation authori- 
ties are baffled and foreign sales are held up. 
There is much despondency. ° 

There was despondency in Britain’s bombed- 
out cities when the Luftwaffe was at its peak. 
Then John Cunningham led his band of night- 
fighters out on the first large-scale interception 


fn the dark. His new tactics proved successful 


and morale began to lift. “Cat’s Eyes’’ Cunning- 
ham, as he was called, won medal after medal. 

Now, as chief test pilot of the Comets, he will 
try to produce the exact conditions under which 
the last two crashes occurred. As he does this 
he will give a running radio commentary to 
other aviation authorities on the ground. It is 
unusual for a man to be so gifted that his skill 
and bravery can serve his country equally well 
whether in peace. or in war. So here is a salute 
and best wishes for a courageous man with a 
dangerous mission before him. 
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Kudos for the Police 


St. Louisans will be pleased to hear that their 
Police Department has earned the kudos of the 
American Social Hygiene Association for vigi- 
lance in the suppression of commercialized vice. 
According to a spokesman for the association, St. 
Louis is cleaner thaneany city of comparable 
size; in fact, vice here now is‘said to be at an 
“irreducible minimum.” This happy condition 
reflects the determination of the Police Board 
that the law shall be enforced to the hilt, and it 
mirrors the vigorous execution of that mandate 
by Police Lt. John Doherty and members of his 
morality squad. It adds up fo a record that both 
the police and the people can be proud of. 
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Any Civil Defense Now? 


The H-bomb, with its power to destroy any 
American city in a single blast, certainly requires 
a re-thinking of civil defense plans. But is evacu- 
ation, on which the Federal Civil Defense Ad- 
ministration says it is now placing its whole re- 
Nance, the only answer? _ 

Since prevention of deaths and injuries, even 
from bombs of the sort used in World War II, is 
an impossible goal, the proper aim has all along 
been to minimize casualties to the utmost. Evacu- 
ation of women and children may be a partial 
answer if there is long enough forewarning. In 
any event a plan should be ready for their evacu- 
ation at an instant’s notice—and this will require 
planning of where they are to go and how they 
are to be cared for there as well as how they 
are to be evacuated. ait 

In any city, however, there are many who 


cannot be evacuated on foot. These include the. 


critically ill, the very old and frail, the severely 
crippled, and perhaps the newborn. They cannot 
be abandoned, and in a complex such as a mod- 
ern city the lack of any one of many services— 
police, electricity, transportation, telephone, to 
name but a few—can paralyze the whole. 

Furthermore, there is always the possibility 
that nuclear weapons would cancel themselves 
out in a possible future war as poison gas did in 
World War II. American cities might be called 
upon to protect themselves against rains of 
bombs which could be deadly enough for all of 
their being called “conventional.” 

A combination of evacuation, shelters and a 
training-hardened civil population would seem, 
therefore, to offer the maximum protection in an 
age when the maximum may be a pitiful mini- 
mum. Gen. Hardaway, St. Louis civil defense 
administrator, takes a sensible view in holding 
to a shelter program while giving hard study to 
an evacuation plan for adoption when the possi-

Pros and Cons of Wire-Tapping Between Book Ends

Justice Holmes called wire-tapping a 
“dirty business,” and it is a dirty busi- 
ness but espionage and subversion are 
dirtier businesses. 


To some people, wire-tapping of any 
kind, even subject to reasonable restric- 
tions, is an instrument for oppression of 
free citizens and should be forever out- 
lawed. To many others, wire-tapping for 
investigation of crimes involving nation- 
al security and defense and crimes like 
kidnaping is a sensible adjustment be- 
tween the liberties of the individual and 
the need for protecting the nation from 
its internal enemies. 


Chief Justice Taft held that wire-tap- 
ping was legal and said: “A standard 
which would forbid 
the reception of evi- 
dence if obtained 
by other than nice 
ethical conduct by 
government offi- 
cials would make 
society suffer and 
give criminals 
greater immunity 
than has been 
known heretofore.” 

Two recent cases, 
the Harry Dexter 
White case and the 
Judith Coplon case, 
emphasize the need 
for permitting the 
Government to use wire-tapping evi- 
dence in criminal courts to prove 
espionage and subversion. 

It. seems to me that FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover summed up the need for 
wire-tapping when he told Congress: 


“Modern techniques must be used in 
dealing with treason, espionage, sabo- 
tage, and the kidnaping of little chil- 
dren. I dare say that the most violent 
critic of the FBI would urge the use of 
wire-tapping techniques if his children 
were kidnaped and held in custody. 
Certainly, there is as great a need to 
utilize this technique to protect our 
country from those who would enslave 
us and are engaged in treason, espio- 
nage and subversion and who, if succes- 
ful, would destroy our democracy.” 

Unfortunately, the technique of wire- 
tapping has been widely abused by 
many persons, even law-enforcing agen- 
cies, for unlawful purposes and for their 
personal and political advancement. 
Experience with wire-tapping technique 
and the flagrant disregard for estab- 
lished lawful procedures by persons un- 
authorized to use wire-tapping make it 
plain that a clear federal act is essenfial 
for protecting both the individual and 
the nation, 


Would Limit Wire-Taps to FBI 


It seems clear that the people of our 
country should not have to wait until 
our country is destroyed in order to 
learn who the plotters against us are, 
and that the people should not be help- 
less to require such plotters to pay a 
penalty for their betrayal. 


A section of the Federal Communica- 
tions Act bars the evidence obtained 
directly from wire-tappings, as well as 
any derivative evidence obtained, from 
being admitted in a federal court, al- 


though no law bars the tapping of wires

law prohibits the divulgence and publi-

A federal wire-tapping statute*should 
contain a number of well-defined limita- 
tions for the protection of individual 
rights, including the protections which 
are afforded all citizens from search and 
seizures by the Fourth Amendment to 
the Constitution. It should only permit 
such evidence to be used in a griminal 
case in a federal court, and only the FBI 
should be permitted to use this method,

In Nazi Germany families muffled 
their telephones with blankets so that 
the wire-tapping ears of the Gestapo 
could not hear their private conversa- 
tions. It is doubtful whether there are 
enough telephones in Russia to make 
such a practice widespread. We can 
be sure that what telephones do exist 
are tapped by Communist police, 


If we adopt totalitarian methods to 
combat the activities of totalitarian 
agents, we thereby compromise our 
democratic principles and repudiate our 
historic faith in the priyacy of the home 
as the freeman’'s castle. A government 
ceases to be the servant of the people 
whenever police agents, under the ex- 
cuse of crime detection, monitor private 
conversations of free men. 

In 1954 we should not permit the 
bogeyman of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration to scare us into a legislative sac- 
rifice of our rights of privacy, 

The history of the struggle for free- 
dom shows that indecent police meth- 
ods, such as proposed by Brownell in 
this instance, breed disrespect for law 
and shake the confidence of law-abiding 
citizens in the administration of justice. 
Police tyranny is no substitute for po- 
lice protection. 


*Listen to Justice Brandeis’ 


The dénial of improper search and 
seizure has not crippled law enforce- 
ment. Neither will the continued pro- 
tection of the right of free men to 
converse in privacy, irrespective of 


. whether they be innocent or guilty. 


We cannot legalize safely a wire-tap 
apparatus for police surveillance of the 
privacy of the homes of America and 
not run the risk of sacrificing, in the 
name of expediency, our hard-won pro- 
tections against secret-police tactics. 

Conditioning wire-tapping upon a 
court order—and the Attorney General 


apparently is impatient of even such a 


curb—is insufficient protection against 
abuse. Of necessity, the application and 
order are secret, No one can be secure. 


A wire-tap order cannot be restricted 
to specific articles and evidence as a 
search warrant must be. Every word 
spoken and every person who is called 
or calls upon a telephone is open to un- 
restricted surveillance, 

Listen to Justice Brandeis: 

“The evil incident to invasion of the 
privacy of the telephone is far greater 
than that involved in tampering with 
the mails. When- 
ever a_ telephone 
line is tapped, the 
privacy of the per- 
sons at both ends 
of the line is in- 
vaded. ... As a 
means of espionage, 
writs of assistance 
and general war- 
rants are but puny 
instruments of tyr- 
anny and oppres- 
sion when  com- 
pared with wire- 
tavping.” 

I do not for a mo- 
ment underestimate 
the aggressive intent of foreign Com- 
munists and their agents within our 
country. Nevertheless, I am satisfied 
that the FBI and the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency are doing the necessary 

b in discovering and identifying ene- 
my agents and are better off without a 
wire-tapping law to assist them. 

What is a nation profited if it gains 
security and loses its liberty? The Eis- 
enhower Administration should ponder 
that question long and well, because 
there is no room in ‘America for a sub- 
stitution of police espionage for vigilant 
adherence to democratic principles and 
fair methods of law enforcement.

This magisterial two-volume conspec- 
tus of world writing fills a large gap in 
recent reference literature. Encyclope- 
dias of world literature are not lacking. 
But nothing of comparable stature to 
this work has been published in the 
English language in the past 20 years, 
In that period there have been signifi- 
cant developments in Western letters. 
The proletarianism of the ’30s, for ex- 
ample, has given way to a fresh preoc- 
cupation with the individual. Moreover, 
World War II has produced a whole 
new literature of its own. These and 
other trends that have already taken 
their place in the mainstream of litera- 
ture are dealt with in this new encyclo- 
pedia. 


The work is in two volumes, and 
among the team of contributors are sev- 
eral of England's best-known writers. 
The fact tha@ the Encyclopedia is Brit- 
ish should not deter American readers. 
American literature receives ample cov- 
erage, and nothing of real significance 
is overlooked. The pages are laid out 
in double columns, and the work as a 
whole offers an enormous amount of in- 
formation and opinion. 


The first part consists of a history 
of the various world literatures. Here 
an admirable balance appears to have 
been maintained. English literature nat- 
urally has pride of place with 15 pages, 
as concise a summary as I can recall 
ever having seen. American literature 
receives six pages, with an additional 
section for Negro literature. Incidental- 
ly, the American section concludes its 
otherwise unexceptionable survey with 
the curious statement that “America is 
still sure that she will develop a litera- 
ture which is a great literature and dis- 
tinctively her own.” Some of us think 
she has already done so, 


An important part of the book is 
given over to literary forms and topics. 
There is a long article, for example, on 
encyclopedias themselves, and.a fasci- 
nating piece on “Literary Forgeries,” 
which concludes with two recent Euroe 
pean cases hardly known in this coun. 
try. Sir Desmond Flower writes the 18 
page article on “Printing and Publish- 
ing,” in which he makes the statement 
that “publishing has survived the chal- 
lenge of radio,” but makes no mention 
of television, the full impact of which 
has yet to be felt in Britain. 


The Encyclopedia concludes with two 
long biographical sections covering writ- 
ers of every civilized country from the 
beginning to the present time.* These 
biographies are recent enough to in- 
clude William Faulkner’s Nobel Prize 
and Ernest Hemingway's Pulitizer Prize 
for ‘The Old Man and the Sea.”

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CANNES, France. 

VERY.year for the past seven years the city

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THE INGREDIENTS of a successful festival

& importance photographers, journalists, movie 

stars, a few good pictures and a hard-working 
dis-organization. 

Cannes this year has all of that, though for 
the first time the journalists and photographers 
outnumber the movie stars 94 to one. Last year 
they only outnumbered them 87 to one. There 
has been no explanation for the drop in stars 
except perhaps word has gotten out what hap- 
pens to a movie star who shows up for one 
of these things. Even some of Hollywood's 
bravest people have lost their nerve. 


The fact is that there are so few stars to go 
around and so .many lunches, cocktail parties, 
receptions, dinners and confirmations, that the 
star must be available 24 hours a day. Even the 
autograph fans find the going rough and anyore 
who foolishly starts writing a note on the street 
suddenly finds himself surrounded by frenzied 
people demanding his autograph. Several near- 
riots and one riot have taken place, and anyone 
who wears dark glasses and puts brilliantine on 
his hair could easily wind up in the hospital.

THE THING that has made the whole festi- 
val legitimate is that the Russians showed up 
this year with some films, giving the show a 
real international spirit. 

The Russians have shown two pictures so far. 
One called “The Destiny of Marina” is about an 
agronomist named Terempy, who comes home 
from agriculture school and decides he’s far too 
intellectual for his wife, a good stout peasant 
girl of about 50 (the Russians’ answer to Mari- 
lyn Monree). Instead he takes up with a female 
journalist who he considers more in his class. 

But He is in for a surprise, because his peasant 
wife Marina turns out to be more than just a 
peasant. She devises a method to improve sugar 
production and becomes not only a heroine of 
the Soviet Union but also a graduate of the 
same agricultural school her husband went to. 
When the woman journalist discovers her friend 
is married to Marina, she gives him the gate. 
This leaves Terempy with nothing but his diplo- 
ma from school. Sugar production triumphs over 
false love and the picture proves that just be- 
cause you go to an agricultural school it does not 
make you any better than your present wife. 
Who knows, she may be the next heroine of the 
Soviet Union.

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Fathers’ March for Crippled Children 


100 Parents to Solicit Contributions—Fund Campaign Lagging .

NE hundred St. Louis fathers 
0 will be on the march tonight 

and Easter Sunday after- 
noon, in the hopes of following 
the footsteps, at least in a small 
way, of the mothers who marched 
on polio earlier this year. The 
cause for which the Fathers’ 
March is to be held is as close 
to their hearts. They hope 
ade to the funds for the laggir.g 
campaign of the St. Louis So- 
ciety for Crippled Children. 
They have a great incentive as 
all the fathers have children 
who have been helped by the 
Society. 


Because there are just 100 
of them, not enough to organize 
a city-wide block by block 
solicitation, the fathers will con- 
fine their work to the shopping 
centers and heavily populated 
areas. They will be in Welliston 
and Pine Lawn. Webster,/Kirk- 
wood, and Clayton, in Hampton 
Village, on Cherokee street, and 
in the North Fourteenth street 
shopping area. » They will be 
wearing arm bands and, in re- 
tufn for contributions, will give 
out the plastic lily that is the 
symbol of this year’s campaign. 

Although the campaign tra- 
ditionally ends on Easter, it 
will be extended to April 30 


this year because only $53,000, ~ 


a little over one-third of this 
year’s goal of $150,000, has been 
collected, some of it in the lily 
parade last Saturday in which 
the same fathers marched as 
clowns. Easter Seals, which so 
many people put aside and for- 
get, despite the bost of inten- 
tions, have added only a very 
small percentage of the total. 


Funds from the Easter Seal 
campaign and the allied fund 
raising activities connected with 
the campaign go toward main- 
taining the program of care 
operated by the Society. It is 
quite a program. In fact, the or-

AST year, for example, 56 
L types of crippling diseases 

were treated by the Society. 
Seldom a week passes without 
a new patient being added to the 
list. When you hear of a child 
born with a physical deformity, 
when you read of one who has 
been crippled in an accident, 
you can be sure that a follow-up 
is being made by the Society. 
Once enrolled, the child, even 
though he is an infant, is as- 
sured of care and treatment 
until he is old enough to be self- 
supporting. 

Until 1927. when the Society 
was established, there was no 
place for the parents of crippled 
children to go unless they had 
the funds to travel to far-away 
treatment centers. In 1945; the 


first. training” centers (The J. 
Archer O'Reilly Treatment Cen- 
ter, 4370 Olive street) which 
was begun as a study center for 
cerebral palsied childen but 
has grown to include children 
with many different kinds of 
crippling conditions. 

Children are referred to the 
center by physicians, social work- 
ers, clinics, and sometimes by 
application of the parents them- 
selves. Fees are established ‘on 
the basis of ability to pay, with 
the cost of braces and other 
equipment met by the Society. 

The services they perform 
once a child has been accepted 
are numerous. Physical restora- 
tion is one of them, and in this 
line they have done some re- 
markable things. There is a lit- 
tle boy named Danny, for exam- 
ple, who was born without legs, 
not even with the usual stumps

are supplied by the Society. 
Just recently it received a call 
from a worried father who was 
afraid his son would not grad- 
uate from the special school he 
was attending.

father said. Wasn’t there some- 
thing the Society could do? A 
social worker called on the fam- 
ily and_ shortly shor easter, a 
home teacher began making 
special visits to the boy to help 
him achieve the one goal that 
seemed worthwhile to him.

NEW YORK. 

NCREASINGLY people are 
| tatking to me about the new 

H-bomb and its dangers. Even 
on “Meet the Press” I was asked 
if the knowledge that one could 
carry a devastating bomb in a 
suitcase didn't frighten me, and 
so I have decided to tell you 
what I feel about this whole sit- 
uation, 

It seems to me that the dis- 
covery of this latest bomp has 
actually outlawed the use. of 
atomic bombs. The power of 
destruction is so great that un- 
less we face the fact that no one 
in the world can possibly use it 
and therefore it must be out- 
lawed.as a weapon, we risk put- 
ting an end to all civilization. 
However, this realization makes 
it necessary to think of other 
things much more critically.

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THE DAY that we agree the 
world over that no one can use 
an atom bomb, we must either 
agree immediately on total dis- 
armament, except for a united 
force in the United Nations, or 
we must make sure that we have 
better weapons than anyone 
else. We must have the best of 
the less destructive weapons, 
such as tanks, guns, etc. We 
are not equal as to population 
with the Communist world. 

Therefore, the free world 
must stand together to defend 
itself; it will not do to rely on 
a weapon that we cannot use for 
protection. It is entirely ob- 
vious that were we, because we 
had no other strength, to use 
the H-bomb, let us say against 
an enemy that seemed to threat- 
én us or that seemed to threat- 
en the security of an area of the 
world that we felt should not 
fall to Soviet domination, in- 
stead of having the sympathy of 
the world we would, by that one 
action, have created fear and 
hatred of us. 

No one can use this new de- 
structive weapon without de- 
stroying innumerable innocent 
people. It would not be only 
our enemies that would condemn 
us, it would be our.own con-

The conscience of America is 
a very real thing and if, because 
of any temptation whatsoever, 
we use this terrific weapon first, 
there are few of us in this coun- 
try who could live with our own 
consciences.

' think we rely too much on ne- 
gotiation only among the great 
powers. True, there is no force 
set up in the U.N. and you can- 
not rely on the enforcement of 
peace through an already set-up 
compulsory force provided by 
every member nation in the U.N. 


Just because of this, however, 
the mobilization of world opin- 
ion and methods of negotiation 
should be developed and used 
by every nation in order to 
strengthen the U.N. Then if 
we are forced into war, it will 
be becausé there has been no 
way to prevent it through ne- 
gotiation and the mobilization 
of world opinion. In which case 
we would have the voluntary 
support of many nations, which 
is far better than the decision 
of one nation alone, or even of a 
few nations. 

I dislike tear and I confess 
to being on the whole rather 
free from it. But not to look 
at the dangers of the present 
and make up our minds that we 
do not want to drift, but that 
we want to use all the machin- 
ery there is to prevent war, 
seems to me foolhardy. 

I think the women of this 
country, if they face the fact 
of the present situation, will 
agree with me that this is a 
time for action—not for war, 
but for mobilization of every 
bit of peace machinery.

Family Discipline

6 6 OY, is my father ever strict!” There are ages when 
B a child may even boast of hjs father’s strictness. 
But these are not, as a rule, the pre-school ages. 

In many families when the children are young, father’s 
firmness and his high disciplinary demands are the cause 
of considerable unhappirtess. For both children and mothers. 

(Of course, it can be just the opposite. There are cer- 
tainly plenty of families in which father is the easy-going 
parent and mother the disciplinarian.) 

eS 

BUT MORE OFTEN, in our experience, when there is 
a difference in standards for discipline, it is Father who 
believes that children should mind the minute they are 
spoken to—mother who is more lenient... . Father who 
believes that there should be no lapse from ideally perfect 
behavior—mother who alibis, “Oh, it’s just a stage he’s 
going through.” 

Oddly enough, in. many families, time brings a inetihe 
in this set-up of Firm Father-Tolerant Mother. By the 
time the boy or girl: has reached the teens, it is often 
Mother who nags and who “doesn’t understand”—Father 
who is willing to let lots of small things go and who 
“really understands me.” 

We can’t fully understand this change—we can merely 
report it.

THERE IS PROBABLY nothing more destructive to fam- 
fly harmony than to have two completely different stand- 
ards of discipline, one for Father, one for Mother. But if 
they do exist—about the best you can do is to arrange 
some formal reconciliation and work out some plan. 

Otherwise you will be constantly bickering, and we can 
practically guarantee that your child will emerge con-

ERE, Jesus referred to the 
H great gift which the Father 

had promised, the coming of 
the Paraclete, the Comforter, the 
Holy Ghost. But He warned 
them to wait. They must not 
attempt to do the work of God 
without the aid of the Spirit. 

“But stay you in the city of 
Jerusalem, till you be endued 
with power from on high.” 

They would not have to wait 
long. 

At the time of His going He 
led them out of the city, in 
the direction of Bethany. . This 
was to be the place of the 
Ascension. 

The Ascension? Skeptics speak 
the word with disdain. But the 
Scriptures tell us just what the 
apostles saw on that glorious 
day when Jesus ascended to 
His Father. 

The traditional site of the As- 
cension of Jesus into heaven is 
at the very peak of the Mount 
of Olives. As the agonied Garden 
of Gethsemane lies near the 
foot of that storied hill, so the 
place of triumphant farewell is 
at its crown. 

Below that lofty summit lay 
a grand panorama, best of all 


of two temples, the last of which, 
as He foretold, would soon be 


was that other valley called 
Gehenna, the Place of Fire. 

All the past of the chosen 
people lay within view, as Jesus 
lifted up His hands and blessed 
the followers who ringed Him 
round on the sunshiny, windy 
height. In intense stillness He 
raised His hands, the cruel 
wounds still clearly visible above 
them all. With those nail-pierced 
hands still spread in benedic- 
tion over their heads, Jesus, the 
Son of Mary and the Son of God, 
departed from them, and being 
raised up a little from the earth, 
vanished into the silver shelter 
of a cloud, which received Him 
out of their sight. 

Jesus, true man and true God, 
had finished His mission and 
left the earth. 

“The Lord Jesus was taken 
up into heaven and sits on the 
right hand of God”—so St. Mark 
states unequivocally. 

St. Luke in his Gospel is con- 
tent to say that “He departed 
from them and was carried up 
to heaven.” But in writing The 
Acts, Luke spoke of another 
matter. 

“And while they were behold- 
ing Him going up to heaven,” 
he declares, “behold two men 
stood by them in white gar- 
ments. 

“Who also said: ‘You men of 
Galilee, why stand you looking 
up to heaven? This Jesus Who 
is taken up from you into Heav- 
en, shall so come as you have 
seen Him going into heaven’.” 

All the disciples, Luke con- 
tinues, were seized with awe and 
adoration. With great joy they 
trudged down into the Kidron 


Caiphas, his son-in-law, praising 
and blessing God. 
And young Mark, who was
